WEBER & FIELDS STATUETTE, 


New York, April 10 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Joe Weber and Lew Fields, known 
wherever the American stage is known as Weber 
& Fields, are undoubtedly the most successful 
and popular dialect comedians in the world to- 
day. Thirty-five years ago they formed a 
stage partnership when each was nine years 
old, and had been together twenty-seven years 
when, in 1904, they dissolved partnership, and 
reunited for a jubilee celebration in February, 
1912. This Weber & Fields jubilee in which 
was brought together such famous players of 
the former Weber and Fields days at ‘‘the lit- 
tle music hall,’’ as Lillian Russell, Fay Tem- 
pleton, William Collier and others, has already 
became an epoch in stage history. 

A distinct novelty has just been put upon 
the market by the firm of°A. Steinhardt & Bro. 
of New York, in the form of a statuette of 


Weber and Fields in their famous “choking 
scene.’’ This statuet'e, which was modeled by 
Grandelia, the well-known Italian sculptor, 


stands about a foot high and depicts Lew Fields 
with his left knee pressed against the familiar 
stomach pad of Joe Weber, while with one hand 
he has his small partner by the throat and with 
the other he is industriously endeavoring to 
gouge out the little man’s left eye. The stat- 
uette is of alabaster with an ivory finish and is 
an excellent specimen of plas‘ic workmanship.

Independent Manufacturers Hold Meeting to Discuss Method of Distri- 
bution —Bauman’s Plan Does Not Meet Unanimous Approval—Com- 
mittee Appointed and Meeting Adjourns Without Decisive Action 


New York, April 15 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Two lengthy meetings were necessary last 
week to thrash out the different plans under 
consideration by the Motion Picture Distribut- 
ing and Sales Company for betterment in the 
general method of conducting business and 
especially in the distribution of the different 
brands of film to the film exchanges. The plans 
discussed had to do not only with the .ombina- 
tion or enforced co-operation of the ex: hanges, 
but also with the merger of the manufacturing 
interests into one large corporation operating 
for the common good of the stockholders. 

The plan of amalgamation, as mentioned in 
The Billboard last week, was suggested by 
«©. 0. Bauman of the New York Motion Picture 
Co. It was heartily agreed to by a large num- 
ber of the members of the Sales Company 
while others of the bedy could not be made to 
see the advantage of regulating the distribu- 
tion of films to the exchanges or pooling the 
interests of the manufacturers. 

The plan of more evenly dis-ributing the pur- 
chases of the exchange is an outgrowth of the 
s'tuation which has arisen because of the own- 
ership of many exchanges by manufacturers 
in the Sales Company and in many cases the 
purchase or rather selection of films being made 
to ‘he advantage of the manufacturer who own- 
ed the exchange. The adoption of a method to 
remedy th's alleged evil seemed to work out 
to the ultimate end of the manufac-urers being 
closely united in one large manufacturing con- 
cern with the studios and plants located as at 
present but with a common interest held by all 
the present manufacturers. 

The queerest phase of the situation at present 
is the difference of opinion among the different 
individuals who are aligned with the Mutual 
Corporation.

« few more weeks and the season will 
be gove forever. It is only those who have 
worked two shows a day who can properly re- 
alize bow fast the time does fiy with those con- 
nected with the great business of burlesque, 
and especially does this apply to those stands 
where Sunday shows make the weeks total up 
to four.een performances. One week is hardly 
gone before we are in the midst of another 
and so on until the entire season has slipped 
away like a dream. The summer comes and 
for a week or so the relaxation !s both pleasant 
and welcome, but to the man of active tempera- 
ment and energy, idleness soon palls and the 
fever for a new season soon overtakes us. 

In New York or at the summer resort the 
time soon begins to drag and the beginning of 
rehearsals ig generally hailed with wel. ome and 
delig! 

Rehearsals, long and tiresome, pass slowly 
as de the first few weeks of the season, but 
with the show in shape time soon spins along 
until the Xmas holidays are with us before 
we know where we are. After Xmas, the sea- 
son seems practically ended for then time slips 
away like a streak of lightning and before we 
give it a thought the closing date of the show 
is already posted on the call board. The pres- 
ent season has not been as prosperous as some 
of its predecessors, but all in all it may ‘we 
chronicled as a bright chapter in the advance- 
ment of burlesque, for it has marked many fm 
provements and modifications while several new 
theatres have been constructed or planned for 
both wheels. Next season will see many minor

changes in ‘the routes of both wheels and big 
preparations are going on for the productions 
of a number of new shows which the pro- | 


du ers promise will each possess new features 
and improvements. Bad stanas will be dro, ped 
and new ones tried out. Fran filses will change 
hands and with the new owners we shall expect 
new shows. With the new shows we shall look 
for new !deas, new scenery, new wardrobe and 
new peopla We shall expec: to see shows that 
have been produced especially to fill the de- 
mand for real burlesque snows of the variety 


that the burlesque theatregoer pays his good 
money to see, We shall expect that the fran 
chises will be leased ‘o only such people that 


have made a deep study of conditions and who 


are familiar with the burlesque business and 
who have devoted their time to the study of, 
not alone the productions, but ‘he andlerces 
and who by careful observation have felt the 
pulse of the burlesque patron and who have 
carefolly no ed their likes and dislikes so that 
they wil) be enabled ‘to select books, scenery, 
properties, wardrobe and people—from princi- 
pals down—and to build up productions which 


will satisfy the present demand and fill the the 
atres with satisfied audiences. It is by this 
system and by no other that the burlesque bus 
iness wil] be kept up to its proper s‘andard and 
the seoner the managers realize this the better 
for the {ndustry. They know it now bu! they 
seem to hate to admit the fact. It’s the 
“goods"’ that the public demands and it's the 
show that has the goods to offer that always 
gets the money. It has been demonstrated so 
often that there 's no argument left. so whr 
make a b‘gger effort to give them the 
zo@wis.”’ and to frame the kind of show that the 
purchaser pays his money to see.

BRAY RETURNS FROM WEST. 


Chi ago. April 14 (Special to The Billboard) 
—After an absence of a mon.h from his office 
in the Majestic Theatre Building, 23 days of 
which time was spent in Canada and the West 
ern part of Yankee Doodle land, and the bal- 
ance of the time consumed in a flying trip to 
New York, General Manager Charles E. Bray 
Western Vaudeville Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, today hung the “At Home” sign on 
his office door and spent a busy day in re eiv 
ing artis{s, managers, agents and las: but not 
least. newspaper men, Mr. Bray was accom 
on his trip by Mr. Rosenthal of the W. V. M. 
A fair department, who managed to land 
a big bunch of the Canadian and Western fairs 
for the big catalog of free acts which have 
signed with the association. In an interview 
with The Billboard representa.ive this after- 
noon, Mr. Bray expressed his warm regard and 
‘imiration for the big-hearted Wes-:erners and 
Canadians who showed themselves ready to 
open their pocketbooks when shown the creat 
line of goods which Mr. Bray and Mr. Rosen- 
tha> offered. These fair secretaries, according 
to Mr. Bray's statement, are more than willing 
to use big free acts, but in the past have had 
some difficulty in obtaining jus: what they 
Wanted, inasmuch as the material was not 
available along the coast excepting at exor- 
bitant prices. Mr. Bray is more than pleased 
by che excellent results of the trip for the 
fair department, but {s in a justly high pitch 
of enthusiasm over the splendid prospects for 
extending the W. V. M. A. vaudeville circuit 
clear through to ‘the coast. The better class 
of acts appearing in this part of the country 
at present are booked by either the Sullivan- 
Considine, Orpheum or Pantages offices, and 
the amaller cities and towns where vandeville 
might be played are not in line for material -at 
the right pri-e under present conditions. This 
applies to the Western and Nerthwestern towns 
‘in the United States, Inasmuch as the smaller 
Canadian towns are hardly adequate to the sup- 
port of vaudeville at this time, although in 
Mr. Brady's opinion, they will be in the next 
year or two. The Canadian situation is in a 
way a peculiar though promising one. Most 
of the towns owe their present rapid growth to 
the great production of grain. The railroads 
are fast coming to the daylight. and realizing 
this fac’, are extending their lines throughout 
this wonderful country. Nearly every town in 
this par: of Canada is on the boom, and show 
great promise of becoming regular places within 
a very short time. and when this time comes, 
there will be less good acts idle. In the 
western part of our own country, In & score or 
more of the best towns, regular theatres are 
playing pictures on account of their inability 
to se ure good vaudeville acts at a reasonable 
price. Mr. Bray has gone at the situation with 
wonderful results. While in Seattle, he con 
ferred with Edward Fisher, who has a chain 


of theatres through Washington, Oregon, Idaho. 


and Montana and if affairs turn out as present 
indications suggest, there !s a chance of an

Bison Company discontinued advance announce 


ments concerning their regular weekly releas« 
through the Motion Picture Dis ributing and 
Sales Company some few weeks ago and film 


men throughout the country and especially 
New York were at a loss to know just what 
the Bison Company intended to do with the 


already famous *‘101"" Ranch pictures. 

Some time before that the, price of 10 cents 
per foot regularly charged by the Sales Com 
pany had been raised for the Bison pictures 
and something exceptional was expected because 


of the expensive negatives from which the 
Bison films were made. Now comes the an- 
nouncement that the two-reel feature will be 


sold at 15 cents per foot and an exclusive ter- 
ritorial privilege granted free to any and all 
purchasers. 

Whether or not the exact boundaries of each 
state will be used as territorial divisions is nor 
4ecided upon but it is decided to grant ex 
clusive rights of a specific nature to every pur- 
chaser of the films, 

The Bison Company is thus the first company 
in America to make regular feature releases. 
Many feature companies are in the field releas-

The Bison films are also the first features to 

sold by the Motion Picture Distributing and 
Sales Company on a state-right basis. A special 
department has been established at the Sales 
Company, called the Feature Film Department, 
and the ‘101’ films will be released through 
this department. Whether or not other features 
will be handled by the Sales Company through 
this department net known but it is very 
likely this will be done should any other of the 
regular Sales Company manufacturers wish to 
produce and release features. 

It only likely now, with 
release sysiem inaugurated, that there 
theatres established which will show 
features exclusively. All other branches of 
the amusement field have some source of regu- 
lar supply for attractions. The legitimate field, 
the vaudeville, the burlesque, the smal] time 
the straight motion picture house, all 
bave sources of regular supply from which to 
get their attractions. The feature film house 
has never had such a source. There bave re- 
cently been established feature film exchanges. 
These were mostly forced into existence because 
of the inability of regular exchanges to purchase 
and book features outside of those produced by 
the regular manufacturers in the Patents or 
Sales Company. None of these manufacturers 
produced feature films except on rare occasions 
and there was no regular output to be depended 
upon, Of the many feature exchanges, how- 
ever, none have had a steady supply of films,

The plan promises to facilitate the purchase 
of films by state right buyers, feature com- 
panies, exchanges and anyone else outside of 
New York who wishes to purchase in the city.

THE LIMELIGHT 


Intimate Sketches of the Careers and Personalities of Men Powerful in the World of 
Amusement, Whether or Not Prominent in the Public Eye 


Perhaps no better illustration of what can be 
accomplished by honest, earnest, steady effort 
can be brought forward than the brilliant suc- 
cess of the five famous Ringling Brothers, who, 
starting as poor boys without a dollar, have 
by united effort, indefatigable application and 
constant and «areful adherence to the most scru- 
pulously honorable business me‘hods, risen to the 
first place in their chosen calling. 

Even in their earliest childhood their play took 


the form of circus parades, juvenile perform-* 


ances, etc., and, in fact, the very beginning of 
their career may be sai@d to have been, as little 
boys, with a “‘pin show,’’ when the five lads, 
ranging in age from four to fourteen years, 
erected their first ‘“‘mammoth pavilion,’’ con- 
sisting of an old rag carpet borrowed from the 
maternal! kitchen, in the ba: k yard of the pater- 
nal abode. The parade consis‘ed of one little 
boy’s express wagon, which did duty as a band 
chariot. On this were seated one of the boys 
as a driver, and two with fife and drum as 
the band, while the elder brothers hitched them- 
selves in front and constituted the team. The 
admission was ten pins. 

The brothers soon found that they could 
charge as much as a penny admission, and in 
a short time had accumulated eight dollars and 
thirty-seven cents, with which they bought 
sheeting and made a tent—their first real tent. 
Their next venture was a panorama, painted 
by an artistic neighbor boy on the back of 
brown wall paper, and mounted on wooden roll- 
ers. 


could not for some time start a circus, both on | 


a count of the lack of means and for the want 
of parental consent. It took money to start a 
circus, and ambition was their only capital.

Finally they hit upon the plan of starting a con- | 


cert or specialty company, and of playing in 
halls. To do this only required a few musical 
instruments some trunks, wardrobe, tickets, 
and some bills. Within a short time they had 
gotten up a program, which, in their amateur 
opinion, was going to be a perfect revelation in 
the musical comedy field. Their first perform- 
ance in an opera house was an exhibition of 
“stage fright,’’ such as is seldom seen. 

The story of their first performance is best 
told by one of the brothers. Says he: ‘‘We had 
associated with us a couple of amateur young 
men, making a company of six people, one of 
my brothers having gone ahead in the capacity 
of advance agent, to bill the show. His stock 
of advertising material consisting of a package 
of yellow window hangers, carried in a co‘ton 
hand satchel, and about five dollars’ worth of 
stock lithographs, done up in a shawl strap. 
He started out with five dollars in cash, which 
was to Jast him until we could make some more 
money with the show d by means of orders 
on the company for hott bills, and by walking 
from the depot to the hotel and back to save 
bus fare. he managed to make it last him about 
two weeks. Well, when we left the parental 
abode at about four o'clock of a chilly October 
morning and took the train for a neighboring 
village, fourteen miles distant, we were, per- 


not in the habit of seeing shows; where the 
rent of a hall or school house, as the case might 
be, would not exceed three or four dollars, 
and where they were sure of at least a mod- 
erate business. In this manner the brothers, 
after a few years, found themselves in posses- 
sion of some ten or twelve hundred dollars, and 
as they again grew ambitious .to embark in a 
circus venture, they began studying the subject 
in real earnest. 

The decision was reached, and they thought 
they could see their way clear to establish 
themselves in qa circus undertaking. Like every 
one else unfamiliar with a business, they made 
many mistakes. The principal one was that of 
spending all their money in equipping their 
show, for after a small tent haa been bought, 
and the necessary seats, lights, poles, etc., 
had been supplied, and an advance and two bag- 
age wagons had been bought, there remained 
n their treasury only about three hundred 
dollars. With this amount paper to advertise 
the show had to be bought, and money fur the 
advance agent and billposters and divers other 
things necessary to even the smallest show had 
to be supplied. The boys had purchased, dur- 
ing the winter, two old horses in a country 
town about two hundred miles distant from 
their opening point. One of the brothers took 
the train for the place where they were being 
wintered, taking with him a saddle and bridle, 
intending to ride them over the 200-mile route, 
When he arrived at his destination, he found 


| the horses almost starved to death on their 


managers, and proprietors of the World's Great- 
est Shows, 


For several years they continued with their 
wagon show, each year adding horses, animals 
and equipments, until In the year 1890, when 
they found that their institution had grown go 
large that it was impossible to longer trans- 
port it overland by wagons, railway carg were 
provided, and their already extensive shows 
augmented by many additions. They had at 
tained these results by years of patient labor, 
by many hours of thoughtful counsel, by care- 
ful conservative means, by dint of the greatest 
individual and collective exertion, and by the 
steadfast, unwavering determination to climb to 
the top and to have the greatest tented expos!- 
tions in America. 


One of the hardest things the Ringling 
Brothers experienved was their war on the 
fakirs and thugs, who before their advent 
into the business, could to a greater or less 
extent be found accompanying most all shows. 
The ambitious young showmen saw the nec- 
essity of adopting stringent measures against 
this evil, for they were opposed to it, both on 
account of their characteristic and rugged 
hones‘y, as well as from a sensible business 
standpoint. They realized that it would be 
impossible to attain lasting success except 
by the most honorable ana truthful means. The 
young men could not then afford as they do 
now, ta employ a corps of efficient detectives 
to do this work for them, but had to keep off 
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This venture of the ambitious boys went the 
way of all things mortal, for they had hardly 
#iven one performan:e with their panorama, 
when some larger boys, in a spirit of envy, 
‘tore it to pieces. The next effort, however, was 
not weakened by their first misfortune, and in 
a few weeks they had organized a circus, to 
which an admission of five cents was charged. 
For boys it was really a good show. An old 
silver watch, all the jackknives possessed by 
the five boys, a skiff (for a river ran by their 
mative village), and a number of other things 
that constitute a boy’s stock in trade, were ex- 
changed for an old, black Mexican pony. This 
was the Ringling Brothers’ first horse. To des- 
ignate it as a horse would be a misnomer, how- 
ever, for it hardly bore any resemblance to 
anything in the equine family. The s Taggy 
old pony was hitched to an old democrat wagon 
which the boys had painted red, with an ac- 
eordion, a Jew’s-harp, a mouth organ, an old 
army trumpet and a drum, the ‘“‘glorious pro- 
cessional qmazement’’ triumphantly wended its 
way along the principal streets of the boys’ na- 
tive village. Plumes made of sheep’s wool, 
dyed blue and red, gaily nodded over .the sol- 
itary head of the band ‘‘team,’’ and on the hats 
of the boys. 

The performance commenced with the grand 
entry. This was an imposing sight. It was led 
by one of the boys mounted on tmme same Mex- 
ican pony that did duty as the band chariot 
‘‘team.’’ On it the boy was seated, arrayed in 
all the colors that could be gotten out of a 
discarded crazy quilt pinned to an old army 
coat, and representing the King of the Sandwich 
Isles. The ocher boys, about seven in number. 
including the Ringling hopefuls and the bired 
actors of the troupe, followea the king. One 
of the boys was made up as a clown, while the 
others wore costumes supposed to designate them 
as star performers. The entry was fittingly con- 
cluded by the introduction of a borrowed goat, 
led by the clown, The entry over, the circus 
began in real earnest; and such a show! The 
band hed been reduced to a Jew’s-harp and 
drum, for the other members were billed for 
important as in the ring. 

The suecess of the five boys in amusing their 
schoolmates fired their ‘‘young ambition,” and 
amongst themselves they resolved to own a real 
circus some day. Accordingly they began the 
study of music firs: realizing that an import 
ant reqnirement of a show is a band. It was 
not long before three of the boys were plaving 
in the village band, while all were at odd times 
practicing at juggling, sing'ne dancing and 
comedy work, but they so-n realized that they 


baps, as proud and as new and green a lot of 
showmen as ever essayed to give an entertain- 
ment. 

“But the first day, when we paraded with our 
little band, and every now and then would see 
our yellow window hanger staring at us with the 
bold announcement that the ‘Ringling Brothers’ 
Classic and Comic Concert Co. would give an 
entertainment of Mirth and Music at the Town 
Hall,’ I tell you our hearts beat a little fast 
at the thoughts of the bold intention, and I 
was aware of a kind of lump constantly coming 
into my throat, that, somehow or other, I could 
not successfully swallow. This was about ten 
o’clock in the morning, and after dinner we re- 
paired to the hall and once more rehearsed our 
entire program. It consisted of juggling, s'ng- 
ing, dancing, supposedly funny sayings, and a 
con luding sketch. We did very well at the 
rehearsal, but at night! ‘Ah, at night!’ as the 
serio-comics say. We had about a thirteen-dol- 
lar house, but the fifty-nine people composing the 
audience looked bigger to me than an audience 
of 15,000 under our tents does today. It 
seemed as if every individual could read our 
history, would know that this was our first at- 
pr and was ready to guy and laugh at our 
efforts. 


“From the very beginning the troupe in its 
entirety seemed to fly to pieces. Our first num- 
ber was an introductory overture by the orches- 
tra. We all played in this, and ordinarily seem 
ed able to render the overture in quite a sa°- 
isfactory manner, but when we got before the 
audience we seemed unable to play our par‘s 
or to keep together. Oh! it was an awful exh!- 
bition of faltering nerve. and it is a wonder to 
me that we ever got through with our debu*. 
We were a confused and demoralized lot when 
we left the stage. 

“If we were suffering from stage fright wille 
all of us were on the stage at one time, imagine 
how we felt when we had to go out and face 
the audien e ‘single-handed and alone.’ But we 
did it. One by one we appeared in our several 
roles. When I came off after my so-called act, 
my tongue and throat were ac.ually parched 
from the fever of excitement that was raging 
within me, and I know that I was only a sam 
ple of a half-dozen other young fellows in a 
similar condition.” The boys were not dis- 
mayed by the difficulties that beset them in 
their first attempts, but went to work wih 
greater zeal to make their program acceptable. 

They soon had learned to avoid the large 
towns and to confine themselves to places of a 
few hundred inhabitants, where the people were 


diet of straw, and a sorry spectacle indeed. 
The trip home was a long one, for one of the 
horses was ‘“‘blind’’ and the other “‘halt,” but 
it was accomplished in about ten days. The 
opening day was approaching. and all that 
could be done to furnish the show with horses 
enough to transport {: from place to place was 
to hire teams from farmers’ sons, who were 
ambitious to ‘‘see the country."’ In the mean 
time they had made arrangement with Yankee 
Robinson, famous as a circus man in ane 
bellum days. The Ringling Brothers combined 
their capital—consisting of their little outfit 
and millions in expe. tations—with Old Yankee’s 
reputation, 


So they started with a handful of actors, 
three horses—for they bought an extra horse 
with their first day's receipts—a tent, that 
would not seat more than 600 people, and a 
half score of farmer wagons, to which the hired 
teams were hitched. They knew not the mean- 
ing of the word fail, and by ignoring the power 
of all difficulties, and by seeking to overcome 
them, they vanquished every ves‘'ze of hard 
Iuck and made disadvantages turn into their 
favor. 

Their first serious blow was the death of 
their veteran associate. Old Yankee Robinson 
did not live the first season out. He had not 
taken any active part in the management of 
the show, but stood back of the boys with 
counsel and advice. His name on the bills 
gave an air of establishment to the little show, 
and his funny speeches in the ring, previous to 
each performane, did munch toward mitigating 
the meagerness of the performance. He would 
always wind up his speeches with the following 
words: “Ladies and gentlemen! I am an old 
man. For forty years I have rested my head 
upon a stranger’s pillow. I have traveled in 
every state in the Union, and have been asso- 
elated with every showman of prominence in 
America. I will soon pass to the arena of 
life that knows no ending, and when I do I 
want to die in harness and connected with these 
boys, and if I could have my dying wish 
granted, it would be that my name should re 
main associated with that of Ringling Brothers 
for I can tell you that’’—and here the old 
man’s voice would drop to a prophetic tone— 
“the Ringling Brothers are the future showmen 
of America. They are the coming men.” Al 
though poor old Robinson did not live to see 
his prophesy «ome true. the bro*hers demon- 
strated the veteran's correctness by constantly 
rising until they became what he vad «aid they 
would, mamely, America’s representa‘ive show 


the hungry hordes of dishonest camp followers 
that at.empted constantly to follow fn thelr 
wake. The public soon realized the reform that 
had been inaugurated by these young show- 
men, and their populari.y grew greater each 
year on account of this exemplary aboli:ion of 
a long-persisted-in abuse of the public's rights. 

The Ringling Brothers fastituted another 
much needed reform. They banished profanity 
from among the habitual accomplishments to 
the operating of their show. In fact, they in- 
augurated such an entirely new departure in 
the handling of a cir us, and particularly 
from a moral standpoint, that among old-time 
showmen they became known as the new school 
of American showmen, and those who still per- 
mitted the dishonest methods of the past re- 
ferred disdainfully to the Ringling Brothers’ 
Institution as the ‘‘Bunday-school Show.”’ 

Since then they have grown with giant 
strides. The little boys’ little show has grown 
to number 1,280 people; the little old Mexican 
pony bas been supplanted by more than 650 
of the finest horses ever bred, some of them 
priceless, Their little express wagon has 
evolved into hundreds of gorgeous chariots, 
dens and tableaux, beside which the tales of 
Aladdin's lamp are lacking in gorgeousness. 
In place of the Jew’s-harp, drum and old army 
trumpe:, a band of fifty solo musicians dis- 
coursing the most elegant music, and huge 
toned bells, steam chimes, and an immense 
sixty-eight-stop pipe organ proclaim their fame 
in hundreds of cities each year. 

Instead of a few boyish tricks, hundreds of 
the finest artists and performers from every 
quarter of the globe perform beneath thelr 
tents. The cloth hand satchel and shawl strap. 
which once contained all the bills of the boys, 
has been replaced by four palace advertising 
cars, and the little yellow window hangers by 
tons of the finest lithographic paper; the one 
man who sallied forth, sixteen vears ago, [t% 
put hie Hittle handful of billa now sees ai hit 
dred busy advertisers announcing the coming of 
the World's Greatest Shows. The little hk 
‘losure beneath the old rag carpet, that one 
time served as a tent, is now represented bye 
three large rings and mammoth elevated stages, 
and the old rag carpet by a milifon yards of 
canvas that cover many acres, 

The sudden death of Otto Ringling, March 51, 
1911, removed from the circus one of the great 
est showmen the world has ever known. His 
loss keenly felt by his compeers and associates 
is irreparable; his memory will be held ia 
veneration as long as the circus endures.

It was further 
recommended that the license fee of theatres 
seating more than 700 people be fixed at $150 
per year; a license fee of $100 per year for 
those seating more than 350 persons, and a li- 
cense fee of $75 per year for those seating less 
than 350 people. D. W. Chamberlain of the 
local American and Empress Motion Picture 
Theatres, stated that the present regulations 
work hardship on the better class of motion 
rieture theatres. City License Inspector A. B. 
Gray spoke against licensing wrestling matches 
and recommended circus licenses be based on 
the number of cars employed in transporting 
them, which would slightly decrease the present 
license fee for the large circuses. No definite 
action was taken on either of these two propo- 
sitions. 

On Monday, April 8, the work of leveling the 
big Twin City Wonderland Park was begun by 
the Northwestern Lumber & Wrecking Com- 
pany for the purchase of the buildings in this 
park. About 25 men and a half-dozen teams 
are at work, and it will probably take over twv 
months to raze the buildings. The purchase 
of the Northwestern Lumber & Wrecking Com- 
pany does not include the amusement devices 
and machinery in the park, which are being 
sold separately. Wonderland Park was opened 
seven years ago the cost of the buildings he- 
ing around $70. It was originally a pay- 
ing venture. but the rainy days of the past two 
summers have made it less snecessful, and H. 
A. Dorsey, head of the Park Construction Com- 
pany finally decided to wreck the park and dis- 
pose of the buildings and devices. The grounds 
will be divided off into residence lots. 

Six bands and two orchestras have already 
been engaged by the Board of State Fair Man- 
agers for the coming Minnesota State Fair to 
be held in September of this year. Contracts 
have been closed with the First Infantry Rand 
of Minneapolis, the Minnesota State Rand of St. 
Paul. the John C. Weber Band of Cincinnati. a 
Duluth, Minn., band and two bands from smaller 
cities of the state. The Lake City, Minn., Or- 
chestra has also been secured and an additional 
orchestra will be hired. On Saturday, April 
6. union labor representatives and Fli S. War- 
ner, E. J. Stilwell and Secretary J. C. Simpson 
of the State Fair Roard, held a most harmonions 
conference at the Commercial Club-Rooms in re- 
lation to the employment of union labor at the 
state fair grounds this year, and it was de- 
cided that the committee wonld present the 
matter to the entire Fair Board, May 7.
